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MWC  ACQUIRES 
BELMONT 

Just  across  the  river  from  Fredericks- 
burg, in  Falmouth,  Virginia,  is  Belmont, 
the  home  of  the  late  Gari  Melchers,  an 
internationally  renowned  artist. 

In  March,  when  the  last  of  a  series 
of  legal  steps  was  completed,  trusteeship 
of  the  estate  was  transferred  from  the 
Virginia  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  to  MWC. 
The  agreement  pledges  the  operation  of 
Belmont  as  a  state  shrine — an  art  center 
and  a  memorial  to  Gari  Melchers. 

The  man  who  is  honored  by  this 
memorial  was  a  painter  of  distinction, 
esteemed  by  artists  and  critics  in  both 
America  and  Europe.  His  works  (por- 
traits, murals,  landscapes,  etchings,  and 
drawings)  appear  in  at  least  37  public 
collections.  His  career  was  marked  with 
many  awards,  honors,  decorations  and 
prizes. 


Gari  Melchers  Memorial  Art  Center 

During  the  years  he  lived  in  Holland 
he  painted  many  pictures  interpreting 
the  spirit  and  life  of  the  Dutch  people. 
In  his  studio  in  Falmouth  he  painted 
some  of  his  best  known  works. 

Mr.  Melchers  as  a  member  of  the 
Virginia  Art  Commission  was  influential 
in  the  planning  of  the  Virginia  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts  and  other  work  on  state 
buildings  and  grounds.  After  his  death 
in  1932  Mrs.  Melchers  was  appointed  to 
the  Commission. 

Gari  Melchers  (i860- 1932)  lived  the 
last  sixteen  years  of  his  life  at  Belmont. 
Born  in  Detroit,  son  of  a  Westphalian 
sculptor  and  decorator,  he  was  sent  to 
Europe  for  his  art  education.  Although 
he  made  many  visits  to  America  he 
continued  to  live  abroad  until  World 
War  I  when  he  and  Mrs.  Melchers 
(Corinne  Lawton  Mackall  of  Savannah, 
Georgia)  returned  to  their  native  land, 
settling  at  Belmont. 


The  property,  beautifully  landscaped, 
is  situated  on  a  hilltop  overlooking  the 
falls  of  the  Rappahannock  and  the  City 
of  Fredericksburg.  On  the  twenty-seven 
acres  is  a  twenty-three  room  mansion,  a 
large  fieldstone  studio,  and  other  out- 
buildings. 

From  their  home  in  Holland  the  Mel- 
chers brought  many  pieces  of  Dutch  and 
German  furniture.  With  these  they 
blended  Victorian  and  Colonial  pieces. 
Spanish  chests,  fine  English  china,  Ori- 
ental, French,  and  Persian  brocades  and 
rugs,  1 8th  century  German  replicas  of 
Louis  XV  furniture,  excellent  examples 
of  French,  Italian,  American,  and  Flem- 
ish painting  and  figurines  from  Breton 
peasant  houses. 

In    1942,  Mrs.  Melchers,  reserving  a 

life  interest,  deeded  the  Belmont  estate 

to  the  State  of  Virginia  as  an  art  center 

and  a  memorial  to  her  husband,  to  be

In  Norfolk,  Virginia,  at  727  West 
35th  Street,  you  will  find  an  establish- 
ment named  Anne  Lee  Ceglis  &  Com- 
pany, Importers.  This  firm  deals  directly 
with  manufacturers  in  72  different 
countries  and  is  operated  by  a  young 
woman  who  entered  MWC  in  1948  and 
received  a  B.A.  in  music  in  1952. 

Anne  Lee  is  the  only  child  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Anthony  Phillips  Ceglis.  She 
was  born  in  Norfolk  and  has  lived  her 
entire  life  with  her  parents  in  the  Larch- 
mont  section  of  that  city. 

Her  mother,  a  descendant  of  Vir- 
ginia's first  settlers,  is  B.  M.  Allison,  the 
daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  H.  Allison 
of  Norfolk.  Her  father  is  the  son  of 
Judge  and  Mrs.  John  Ceglis  of  Boston, 
descendants  of  Boston's  first  settlers.  We 
must  add  that  she  is  a  great-niece  of 
U.  S.  President  James  Buchanan  and  a 
cousin  of  Field  Marshall  Montgomery. 
This  daughter  of  first  families  in  the 
North  and  the  South  was  educated  both 
in  the  North  and  South  as  well  as  in 
Europe.  She  attended  private  schools; 
Maury  High  School  in  Newport  News; 
MWC;  Columbia  University;  The  Juil- 
liard  School  in  NY;  and  L'Ecole  Fran- 
cais  in  Paris.  She  was  presented  to  so- 
ciety at  Boston  and  at  the  Royal  Court 
of  Stockholm,  Sweden. 

At  MWC  she  was  a  member  of  the 
glee  club  and  soloist  with  the  orchestra 
and  dance  band.  She  was  president  of 
Mu  Phi  Epsilon;  secretary  of  Zeta  Phi 
Eta;  organizer  and  director  of  the 
Madrigal  singers;  national  east  coast 
representative  for  Mu  Phi  Epsilon  to  the 
convention  at  Seattle  in  1950;  dean's 
list  student;  active  in  class  and  YWCA 
benefits;  recipient  of  a  cup  from  Mu 
Phi  as  "Outstanding  Senior  Musician." 

On  two  occasions  she  was  a  princess — 
at  the  Dartmouth  Winter  Carnival  and 
at  the  VPI  Engineering  Ball.  In  1954 
Anne  Lee  was  chosen  as  Miss  Norfolk, 
then  went  on  to  win  the  Miss  Virginia 
title  and  placed  second  in  the  Miss 
America  contest  in  Atlantic  City. 

As  Women's  Director  of  radio  station 
WGH  in  Newport  News  she  produced 
a  daily  one  hour  radio  show  and  won  a 
coveted  award.  At  the  National  Press 
Club  in  Washington,  D.  C.  she  was 
presented  the  Associated  Press  Broad- 
casters' Award  for  outstanding  coverage 
of  women's  fashion  news  and  current 
topics.  For  a  time  she  was  fashion  co- 
ordinator and  special  events  director  for 
a  Norfolk  department  store. 


Anne  Lee  Ceglis  '52 


Mr.  Ceglis,  who  owns  and  operates 
the  "Boston  Tailoring  Company — A.  P. 
Ceglis,"  in  Norfolk,  built  a  store  for  his 
daughter  next  to  his  own  and  in  1956 
her  importing  firm  was  registered.  In 
addition  to  world  wide  travel  and  buy- 
ing, Anne  Lee  translates  all  the  letters 
and  manages  the  foreign  exchange  of 
currency.  S.A.S.  airlines  named  her 
"Viking  of  the  Airways"  for  her  many 
flights  to  all  parts  of  the  world. 

Our  versatile  young  alumna  is  listed 
in  the  following:  Who's  Who  among 
the  Students  of  American  Colleges  and 
Universities;  Who's  Who  among  the 
Women  of  America  (youngest  ever  to 
be  so  listed)  ;  Who's  Who  in  America; 
Who's  Who  in  the  South  and  South- 
west; Who's  Who  in  the  East;  Who's 
Who  in  the  World's  Commerce  and  In- 
dustry (one  of  13  women  in  the  world 
so  named)  ;  the  International  Society 
register;  the  Blue  Book  of  Society  in 
America. 

Organizations  to  which  she  belongs 
are  Pan  American  Ski  Club;  young  Mil- 
lionaires Club;  AAUW.  Somehow  she 
finds  time  for  horseback  riding,  ice 
skating,  skiing,  and  oil  painting.  She 
likes  to  sew  and  she  designs  many  items 
which  the  firm  has  made  up  in  Hong 
Kong  and  sells  in  the  store. 

Her  music  is  not  neglected  nor  is  her 
reading.  She  loves  puzzles  and  games 
(especially  shogi,  a  Japanese  chess), 
dogs,  horses,  and  boats.  Cooking  delights 


her  and  she  has  a  large  collection  of 
recipes  from  around  the  world.  Her 
favorite  way  of  entertaining  is  to  give  a 
buffet  supper  of  exotic  or  foreign  foods 
for  a  few  friends. 

An  importer  would  be  expected  to  be 
a  collector  and  Anne  Lee  collects  eastern 
art,  jade,  and  ivories.

maintained  by  the  Virginia  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts. 

Her  gift  included  the  furnishings  of 
the  house,  $115,000  for  improvement 
and  maintenance  of  the  Art  Center, 
fifty-one  Melchers  paintings  as  a  per- 
manent collection  and  the  power  to  sell 
the  remainder  of  his  work  to  add  to  the 
endowment. 

After  Mrs.  Melchers'  death  in  1955 
the  trustees  of  the  museum  arranged  for 
MWC  to  administer  the  estate  on  a  trial 
basis.  Structural  repairs  were  begun 
and  a  heating  and  air  conditioning  sys- 
tem was  installed  for  the  preservation 
of  the  paintings. 

In  i960  the  General  Assembly  (fol- 
lowed by  court  approval)  enacted  legis- 
lation formally  transferring  the  estate  to 
the  Rector  and  Visitors  of  the  UVa  to 
be  administered  by  MWC  as  a  memorial 
and  art  center. 

The  Gari  Melchers  Memorial  Art 
Center  has  not  yet  been  opened  formally 
although  on  two  occasions  parts  of  the 
house  and  studio  were  open  to  the  public 
during  Garden  Week.  Plans  for  the 
opening  are  still  indefinite.
